Later, however, an examination of 
the saloon disclosed four bullet holes, 
not in the toilet," but in the saloon 
proper. One shattered a bar mirror 
and another lodged in a bar post. 

Denied Schultz Shot Him. 

Neither Dobbins nor his bartender 
could be induced to tell anything of 
the shooting, but a witness said that 
a man who had entered the saloon 
drew a revolver and began firing in 
the direction of a cabaret in an ad- 
joining room. He said he could not 
see the target at which the shots 
were directed but that the man left 
the saloon and was encountered by a 
man who stopped him. From this 
the police deduced that the wom 
was Probationary Patrolman Schultz, | 


who was stopped by his brother ne | 


ficer, and dropped him from the de- | 
partment. | 

Schultz was taken before Pow- | 
derly, who said he was not the man | 
who had shot him. The police took | 

a statement that Powderly had part- 
‘a company with a young woman in| 
the vicinity as an indication he might | 
have been in the cabaret and might 
have been the person shot at by 
whoever fired the shots in the sa- 
loon. 

Powderly’s body was taken from 
the river at 12:15 p. m. yesterday 
at Fillmore street. There was a 
bullet wound in the right side of the 
head behind the ear, one in the right 
shoulder, one in the left shoulder 
and one in the left thigh. <A dia- 
mond ring was on a finger and a 
stickpin in the man’s tie. A watch 
and chain were missing. 

Left Home on May 24. 

He left his home at 4545 North 
Broadway, where he resided with 
his wife and two children, after sup- 
per May 24. His wife did not worry 
over his absence as, she said, he fre- 
quently absented himself on fishing 
trips and stock buying expeditions.

Statement of Comniission. 


The Public Service Commission is- 
sued the following statement today 
in comment upon its decision: 

“Thexproceeding before the Pub- 
lic Service Commission for a valua- 
tion of the property of the United 
Railways Co. was brought to an ead 
by the decision of the commission as 
announced today, fixing the value of 
the property of the United Railways 
Co. of St. Louis for rate making as 
of the first day of January, 1919, at 
the sum of $51,761,348. 


“The value of the company’s addi- 
tional property of the same date 
which is not used for serving the 
public, was fix at $1,056,762, mak- 
ing a total valuation of all the prop- 
erty of the United Railways Co. as 
of the first of January, 1919, of 
$52,838,110. The net additions to 
the property since the first day cf 
January, 1919, to the end of the year 
1922, makes the total value of all 
the property of the United Railways 
Co. at the end of 1922, the sum of 
$53,222,012. 

“According to the reports filed by 
the receiver the revenues from the 
property of the company for the 
year 1922 were $20,166,386, and the 
operating expenses including $1,500,- 
000 for depreciation for the same 
period, were $16,741,231, which left 
$3,425,155 for a return upon the to- 
tal valuation of $53,222,012 at the 
end of 1922, which is 6.4 per cent 
thereon. 

Fares to Remain Same. 


“Under such a showing the com- 
mission finds that the rates should 
not be increased and that neither 
can they be decreased until revenues 
are increased or expenses reduced. 

“The value of the property of the 
United Railways Co., as fixed by the 
commission is $43,347,790 less than 
the par value of the stocks, bonds 
and receivers’ certificates of the 
company now outstanding. 

‘The value as fixed upon the prop- 
erty of the United Railways Co. in- 
cluded the property of its subsidiar- 
ies, the Florissant Construction, Real 
Estate and Investment Co., which 
owns 500 acres of land in St. Louis 
County, and the St. Louis County 
Railroad Co., which owns two miles 
of track in St. .Louis County now 
leased to the Missouri Electric Rail- 
road Co., which owns and operates 
an electric railroad from Wellston to 
St. Charles. 

‘‘The stocks and bonds of the Mis- 
souri Electric Railroad Co. are 
owned by the United Railways Co. A 
separate valuation was made by the 
commission of the property of the 
Missouri Electric Railroad Co. and 
the commission fixed the value of the 
property of that company as of the 
first day of January, 1919, at $781,- 
949 because the inventories and ap- 
praisals as made by the engineers 
were of that date. 

‘The valuation case was instituted 
in 1918 and grows out of an applica- 
tion made by the United Railways 
Co. to raise its rates above that fixed 
in its franchise from the city to meet 
increased wages of its employes. and 
other increased operating costs.

“The accountants of the commis- 
sion made an audit of the books of 
the companies for the purpose of as- 
certaining the cost of the property 
now in use. Their report shows the 
cost of the property of the United 
Railways Co., in use as of the 
3ist day of December, 1919, to have 
been $47,863,728. The report of the 
accountants is subject to further ad- 
justments because complete account- 
ing records were not available. 

“The commission engineers under 
the direction of Chief Engineer J. L. 
Harrop spent three years in making 
a detailed inventory and appraisal of 
the property of the company. There 
was no dispute as to the inventory 
of the property. 

he case turned _ largely upon 
luud values, the unit prices to be 
used in making the appraisal of the 
other physical property, the intan- 
gible values claimed by the company 
and deductions for accrued depre- 
clation. The commission allowed the 
company for land at its present mar- 
ket value as estimated by its engi- 
neers and added thereto $175,000. 
The commission sustained the city in 
making large reductions for depre- 
ciation. 

“The construction overhead costs 
as fixed by its engineers were re- 
duced from $7,387,693 to $5,252,013, 
which was a victory for the city. 


“In response. to the ruling of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
as announced in the recent case in- 
volving rates to be charged by the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. at 
its exchanges in this State, the com- 
mission added 50 per cent to the ap- 
praisal by its engineers of the phys- 
ical property of the company other 
than land, to wit, $17,506,710. That 
amount was added to represent in- 
creased costs which prevail now over 
the costs incurred by the company 
at the time the property was con- 
structed. That was one of the points 
urged by the receiver and the com- 
pany and their attorneys. 

Some City Contentions Sustained. 

“The commission sustained the 
contention of the city and refused 


to allow any part of the $7,000,000 
contended for by the company for 
property which had been supersed- 
ed and rendered useless by changing 
the roads from horse and cable 
roads to electricity. The company 
claimed large allowance for cost of 
promotion, consolidation, financing 
and going value, which were greatly 
reduced by the commission. 

“A final analysis of the report of 
the commission shows that the in- 
vestment cost of the property of the 
United Railways Co., as estimated by 
its engineers, plus the present fair 
market value as of the date of the 
appraisal, to be $48,587,438. 

““The report of the commission 
goes into the details of the begin- 
ning and progress of the street rail- 
road industry in St. Louis. The first 
means of publié transportation pro- 
vided in the city was an omnibus line 
established by the late Erastus Wells 
in 1843. The construction of street 
|} railways was commenced in St. Louis 
in 1859. The horse car street rail- 
roads were started with small capi- 
talization and were added to from 
time to time. Change from horse 
car lines to cable roads vegan in 
i886. The first electric lines were 
built in 1888. 

“After the electric lines were 
started all the horse car and cable 
roads were converted to electric 
lines, the last being about 1895.

The Reason Mme, de Pompadour Still Lives in French History 


N Paris, during the reign of Louis 

XV, @ beautiful young girl graced 

the salons of many smart hostesses 
in Paris, She was not only beautiful, 
bat brilliant, The great men of the 
time—some of thosé who were even 
then planting the s#ed for the Revolu- 
Gion—found delight In her charm- 
ing society. 

This unusual! girl was the daughter, 
pome said, of a butcher. Others claimed 
@hat her father had been a sutler in 
the army and had come to a bad end 
through dishonesty. 

However, she was adopted and 
Brought up by Le Normant de Tourne 
hem, @ rich farmergeneral. She was 
given every opportunity of education 
gnd beld a dignified place in society. 

Voltaire once met her at a reception. 
Bo impressed was he that on retara- 
ing home he wrote in his journal: 

**She confessed to me that she hada 
Secret presentiment that the King 
would fall in love with her and that 
she had a violent inclination for him.’’ 

Perhaps it was a presentiment and 
perhaps it was a wish, but at any rate, 
this clever young woman laid her plans 
according to her desire. 

Her first move was to marry Le Nér- 
mant d’Etoiles, joint heir with her to 
ber foster-father’s estate. She did not 
love him, although he deeply loved her. 

But this gave her the opportunity to 
establish herself independently in so- 
eiety and to dazzle it not only with 
Ber beauty, but with the grandeur of 
her entertainments. 

To her salon came all the great men
